Light Voting Marks 
First Primary Poll

Generally light voting was ap- 


parent today in early checks by 
Illinois 
primary 
officials, 
al- 


though the weatherman 
did his 


best for the voters. It was cool 
but sunny and with no indication 
of rain throughout the state. 


A check in one random precinct 


in each of Chicago's 50 wards at 
8:30 a. m. showed an average 01 
43 Democratic ballots and 17 Re- 
publican which if projected would 
mean 173,591 Democratic and 69,- 
629 Republican votes at that hour 
in all 4,037 precincts. 


County Judge Edmund K. Ja- 


recki predicted, after the 8:30 a. 
m. check, a total vote of 737,660 
in Cook -county, or 531.773 Dem- 
ocratic and 
205,887 
Republican 


votes. 


Party leaders expected about 1,- 


500,000 voters, or about 30 per 
cent of those registered, would 
cast ballots before polls closed at 
5 p. m. in the state's 9,038 pre- 
cincts.

Demanding elimination of what it 
called a "deeply entrenched xxx 
spending psychology" among fed- 
eral officials, the house appro- 
priations committee today recom- 
mended deep slashes in state, com-

funds. 


It sent to the house floor a 


$358,825,758 bill to finance the 
three departments and the federal 
judiciary for the fiscal year start- 
ing next July 1. The total repre- 
sents a 13 per cent cut from bud- 
get estimates but a $40,510,759 
boost over current year funds. 


By agencies the money was ear- 


marked. $143,024,000 for com- 
merce; $104,783,408 for state; $95,- 
168,250 for justice, and $15,850,- 
100 for the judiciary. 


All but a small part of the in- 


crease went to the commerce and 
state departments, whose foreign 
work has been augmented by war's 
end. 


Those two departments, too, took 


the major budget reductions, 18 
per cent in the case of the state 
department and 17 per cent for 
commerce. 


No Money for Intelligence 


The committee allowed no funds 


at all for the estate department's 
separate intelligence unit; chopped 
its estimate for expanded cultural 
relations activities almost in half, 
and sharply pared commerce de- 
partment requests for the Census 
Bureau and the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. 


The committee approved a state 


department 
budget almost five 


times as large as the last pre-war 
budget after hearing Secretary of 
State James Byrnes behind closed 
doors. 


Briefly,' Byrnes told the commit- 


tee in that part of his testimony 
made public, "we are still concern- 
ed with the prevention of future 
wars and with measures which 
will improve the social and eco- 
nomic well-being of the peoples of 


Black Market in 


Meat Is Rampant 


Washington, April 9—(AP)— 


Representatives of major 
meat 


packers asserted today the black 
market hi meat is out of control, 
the price system in the 'ndustry 
has broken down, and the "only 
remedy" is removal of price con- 
trols. 


Wesley Hardenbergh, president 


of the American Meat Institute, 
led off the attack on OPA policies 
before the senate agriculture com- 
mittee and was backed up by other 
packers from Illinois, Montana and 
California. 


Senator Connally (D-Tex) asked 


Hardenbergh whether he thought 
"the consumers would get a fair 
shake" if congress removed sub- 
sidies and abolished price control 
in the industry. Hardenbergh said 
he certainly did. 


"This industry's very existence is 


threatened by the wasteful, scand- 
alous, 
widespread 
and 
flagrant 


black market which has been made 
possible by the price control act", 
Hardenbergh asserted.

The unions, claiming more than 


3,000 workers at seven Atlantic 
coast plants would be involved in 
the walkout, said they were still 
willing to arbitrate their wage 
demands. 


The companies have agreed to 


accept a fact-finding procedure 
for settlement of wage differences 
but have declined to commit them- 
selves to acceptance of any fact- 
finding recommendations. 


The union timed their coast- 


wide strike to start at 10:39 p.m. 
CST.

Akron Strike Ends 


In addition to the mines, about 


408,000 other workers were idle 
because of labor disputes.

The strike is the longest now in 
effect in Pennsylvania. 


Federal conciliators in Wash- 


ington continued negotiating ses- 
sions m an attempt to end the 11- 
weeks-old strike by 30,000 CIO 
workers at International Harves- 
ter Company p'ants. 


The 85-day-old strike by 75,000 


CIO electrical workers at West- 
mghouse Electric Corp. plants in 
a wage dispute appeared no near- 
er settlement, but some 3,000 sal- 
aried 
employes crossed

Pittsburgh plant yesterday in the 
biggest back-to-work movement 
since the walkout started.

Post-War Plans 


Washington, April 9—(AP) — 


Harry S. Truman became presi- 
dent one year ago this Friday. It's 
been a tough year for him. 


When he went into the White 


House April 12, 1945, we were at 
\var with Germany and Japan. By 
mid-August both wars were over. 


Then this smiling, zippy, fast- 


talking, full of confidence that 
everything would be all right, fac- 
ed peace. He had a lot to learn. 


He talked too fast and some- 


times too casually on the gravest 
questions. He had to learn to slow 
up and be more cautious. 
'when peace came, he started 
throwing off wartime controls, de- 
pending on advisors to jay which 
should go. 
Advisors Made Mistakes 


His advisors made some mis- 


takes, bad ones. For instance: in 
sacking controls over building al- 
though building materials were 
scarce. 
Instead of going into 
needed, 


lowcost homes, the materials went 
into other things. Belatedly, the 
government is putting back the 
controls. 


Members of his 
own 
Demo- 


cratic party in congress, particu- 
larly southern 
Democrats, have 


harpooned some of his best inten- 
tions. 
He has made more than ?5 ma- 


jor proposals to congress. Con- 
gress still is sitting on the ma- 
jority of them, 


To keep down living costs, he 


had said wages couldn't be raised 
—if they meant higher prices — 
without 'government consent. 


Losing its wartime overtime, la- 


bor wanted higher wages. Busi- 
ness said it couldn't raise wages 
without higher prices. So a big 
segment of labor struck. 


The old, traditional, free bar- 


-aining between losses and work- 
ers went on, with the government 
force to sit on the sidelines. 


Plenty of Opposition 


Finally fed up, Mr. Truman ask- 


ed congress for a law to delay 
strikes and set up government 
fact-finding boar.ds to learn the 
truth. 


Labor and congress ganged up 


on this notion and throttled it in 
congress. Congress is &U11 wrest- 
ling with the idea of some kind 
of labor law but not the kind Mr. 
Truman asked for. 


Mr. Truman has proclaimed re- 


peatedly that -ve will be militarily 
strong in a still-troubled world to 
preserve peace and our own safe- 
ty and to fulfill our obligations 
in occupied countries. 


But our armed forces are fall- 


Ing apart through demobilization. 


And congress still has not made 


tip its mind about continuing the 
draft and invoking military train- 
ing, although Mr. Truman said 
both were needed to keep us mili- 
tarily strong. 


Our foreign problems are far 


from settled. Only Saturday Mr. 
Truman cautioned that rivalry be- 
tween Britain and Russia in the 
Middle East might cause trouble. 


As he starts his second year he 


knows that most of his big labor 
troubles—except 
for 
the 
coal 


strike—are ove^ or awhile. 


But there's no sign that con- 


gress will change its attitude or 
that events abroad will 
move 


along smoothly. 


and policies still are the subject 
ol hot political oratory. 


Debate about the late 
resident 


breaks out frequently "n congress, 
and political leaders said today 
they expect his program to be an 
issue in the coming elections. 


House Democratic leader Mc- 


Cormack of Massachuetts con- 
tended that Republicans already 
have injected Roosevelt's name in- 
to the campaign by "trying to 
smear him" in the investigation of 
the Pearl Harbor disaster. 


Republicans hotly denied this.

basic economics of all businesses in this country. 


To be successful, any business must do four things 


—1) it must purchase its raw materials at prices com- • 
parable to the prices paid by its competitors; 2) through

know-how, efficiency, good operating, it must manufac- , 
ture products of comparable quality at a manufacturing ' 
cost no higher than that of its competitors; 3) in doing 
this, it must pay its workers wage rates comparable to 
the going wage-scale paid by others; 4) and it must sell 
its product at prices that a large part of tbe public 13 
willing and able to pay. 
In tbe livestock-and-meat industry, this simply means 


that prices must be high enough to earn both cost and 


a decent profit for the livestock producer, the meat 
packer and the retail merchant—and low enough to 
keep the great masses of people eating meat.

AND FULL FEEDING 


A.Trowbridge.Urarersity of Missouri 
Experience and research prove that 
pastures grown on fertile soil, pro- 
ducing grass of sufficient quality and 
quantity, will provide all essential 
food requirements of cattle. In graz- 
ing, gains up to 60% of the grazing season's total gains 
are usually made before July first. During the hot, . 
dry days of July and August, gains are frequently low 
or lacking, and indeed an actual loss,of weight often 
occurs; but with fall, gains again resume. 
These facts show the importance of providing sup- 


plementary pasture for the summer. In Missouri, 
Lespedeza is an efficient summer crop, and when used 
as supplementary pasture it allows other native pas- 
ture grasses to build up and provide good growths 
for fall and winter. 
When cattle are pasture-fed until two to two ana 


one-half years old, on good pasture* plus good winter 
roughi»-e, they should gain on an average of a pound 
a day. With a sisty-day period of full feeding (requir- 
ine twenty bushels of corn), most well-bred cattle will 
finish out and grade "Good" at a weight of 1050 to 
r?00 pounds. Yearling cattle, after a full season of 
grazing good pastures, need from 100 to 130 days on 
full feed (twenty to twenty-five bushels of corn and a 
hundred pounds of supplement), and should then 
grade "Good" at a weight of 850 to 950 pounds.

Barrett has held that Illinois vet- 
erans are entitled to reinstatement 
n former state civil sen-ice posi- 
tions even though they engaged 
n other employement during the 
three month period following serv- 
ce discharges.

The League of Nations, 26 years 
old but sickly from birth, is being 
buried at Geneva, Switzerland, its 
home.

and had been in a coma since 1939. 


The funeral, starting yesterday,
